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GOULD IS DEAD 


The Battle for Life Closed at 9:15 
This Morning. 


Wealth and Science Powerless 
| Before a Fatal Malady. 


All the Members of the Family Present 
When the End Came. 


EFFECT OF THE ANNOUNCEMENT ON 
WALL STREET.

The Great Speculator’s Health Has Been 
Falling for a Year-—His Broken Ap- 
Pearance the Last Time He Appeared 


on the Street-—The Breakdown at a 


Directors’ Meeting—Chief Incidents in 
the Life of the Most Remarkable Fi- 
mancier the World Has Ever Seen. 


New York, Dec. 2.—Jay Gould is dead. The 
greatest financier of the century, if not in 
the world’s history, passed away at 9:15 
o’clock this morning. Hediedatthe family 
residence on Fifth avenue in this city. The 
direct cause of Mr. Gould’s death, as stated 
atthe house this morning, was pulmonary 
consumption, 

The scenes atthe house at midnight were 
extraordinary;it was stated at that time 
that the strong master mind had ceased to 
battle for life. Hischildren were at his beda- 
side, and they recognized that the hopes of 
the past few days were vanishing, and that 
the end was not faroff. They tearfully aa- 
mitted thistoafew close personal friends, 
and then began the vigil which only ceased 
when the last breath left the body. 

Dr. Munn, his physician, had Dr. Janeway 
in consultation, but they said that nothing 
could be done but make Mr. Gould’s last 
hours as comfortable as possible. When the 
end came the members of the family who 
were in the house were Mr. and Mrs. George 
Gould, Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Gould, Miss Helen 
Gould, Mr. Howard Gould, Miss Annie E, 
Gould, 

After Mr. Gould’s death allthe blinds in the 
house were drawn down, The front door of 
the Gould mansion was locked last night and 
it was not opened as usual this morning. 
Several messengers and servants entered the 
house inthe early morning by the servants’ 
entrance but they were not able to give any 
information to the reporters, when they 
came out, beyond the fact that 
Mr. Gould had passed away. The

first visitor of any note that called at the 
Gould mansion this morning was Mr. Collis 
P. Huntington. He entered by the front 
door, and remained inside but a few minutes. 
When he came out he had no information to 
furnish. He knew nothing, he said, beyond 
the fact that Mr. Gould wascead. He had 
not seen any members of the family. 

THE FIRST ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The news was not made known to those 
outside the house of the millioniare until half 
an hourafterthe event. The frst authentic 
news of the event came fromtbe colored 
butler,who came to the doorofthe Gould 
mansion, andinresponse toa question said 
in a choking voice: 

‘*Yes, Mr. Gouldits dead.’’ 

Mr. Gould died surrounded by the members 
of his family and faithful physicians. 

All day yesterday contradictory reports 
regarding Mr. Gould’s condition were circu- 
Jated, but late in the evening, however, it 
was acknowledged that he was failing fast 
and thatinall probability he would not re- 
cover. In fact, atil o’clock it was said he 
could not live the night out. However, atl 
o’clock this morning he seemed to rally 
somewhat and the lights were turned aown 
andthe family retired to try and get some 
rest. Dr. Munn and the nurses remained at 
the patient’s side. 

At daylight Mr. Gould’s condition became 
more alarming and gradually the members 
of his family again assembled at his bedside. 
It was apparent toallthatthe end was ap- 

ching. Mr. Gould seemed to realize the 
truth himself. No pain attended the last 
moments ofthe dying man. The end came 
peacefully and quietiy, Just before he ated, 
Mr. Gould, realizing that he had but a little 
while longer to live, expressed the desire 
that all the members of his family be called 
that he might look uponthem a last time. 
He was perfectly conscious and entirely 
composed, meeting them with calmness. His 
mind was clear tothe last,as was demonstra- 
ted by the fact he missed the face of a mem- 
ber of the family, who had left the room for 
amoment. Mr. Gould’s last words were in 
the form of arequest that he might, at the 
closing moments of his life, be surrounded by 
the beloved members of his family. 
Upto ll o’clock no official statement or 
bulletin regarding the death of Mr. Gould 
and the circumstances attending ithad been 
gi out by the doctors or members of the 


The above facts were furnished to an old 
servant of the family by Mr. Edward Goulda 
ghort time after the event. 

. THE FIRST BREAKDOWN. 

The real condition of Mr. Gould’s health 
‘was not revealed potila year ago, when he 
proke down in the famous Missour! Pacific 
meeting. This occurred in November, 1891. 

Missouri Pacific railroad was Mr. 
Gould’s pride. He had built it 
» “and had made itt a_i <aividend- 

; od g road. He was very jealous of the 
eputation which the Vanderbilt roads en- 
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The Gould boys atthetime were reported 
to ‘es heavily ‘‘short’’ of the market. A 
gre.t bull movement, based on the epor- 
mous crops of the year, was in progress. The 
Directors of the Missouri Pacific met, and 
both Mr. Gould and hisson George favored 


/ @ passing of the dividend. 


According to reports at the time, Russell 
Sage, who was ‘‘long’’ of the market, was 
violently opposed tothe move. S&S. Sloan, the 
conservative President of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad, was alsoa 
director of the Missouri Pacific. He, too, was 
opposed to the step. The debate between 
George Gould and Russell Sage grew to a 
heated altercation. Gould broke down, and, 
it was said, actually wept. He fainted away 
and showed that his constitution was broken. 

The dividend was passed and the bull wave 
restored; This was at first charged toa de- 
sireto manipulate the market so thatthe 
Goulds could cover their ‘‘shorts.’’ But 
when the facts were made known Wall &treet 
at last realized that Jay Gould had nearly 
run his course. 

Mr. Gould immedlately set to work to have 
his properties in such shape that his sons 
could easily handle them. He foresaw his 
impending fate. Thetangles which besetthe 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas and other rallroads 
of Gould’s, in which he was fighting for an 
advantage, were straightened. Every one 
saw that he was marking out the path which 
his son must travel when he waS gone. 

Last summer Mr. Gould again broke down 
ata directors’ meeting. He was said to be 
consumptive. His son said that he was suf- 
fering from a bronchial affection. In his 
private car he went to the Southwest 
and lived there for three months. 
He returned to New York in time 
for the Manhattan Elevated and Western 
Union annusl meeting in September. The 
once alert and brisk man moved like an 
automaton. His shoulders drooped forward. 
Great wrinkles hollowed his cheeks anda 
lack-of-luster stare replaced the keen plerc- 
lag glance that was so familiar in his dark 
eyes. He moved and acted like a man 80 
years old, bent with the cares of life. 

The Western Union was about to issue a 
stock dividend for the $13,000,000 surplus In Its 
treasury, and the financier could not Keep 
away from the scene of histriumph. He had 
a number of schemes relative to the Western 
Union and Manhattanin his mind. But nature 
asserted its sway and they were deferred 
until his brain should assume its accustomed 
vigor. 

That day never came, and Mr. Gould for 
four weeks has transacted the principal por- 
tion of his business at his‘house, only making 
a few scattering and brief visits to his down 
town office. The family hoped that he would 
recover as usual, but the attack of last 
Wednesday dissipated all such hopes. 

THE NEWS SPREAD QUICKLY. 

The news of Mr. Gculd’s death spread 
quickly, and almost every person who passed 
up or down Fifth avenue stopped and looked 
up at the house. At 10 o’clock messenger 
boy’ began to go and come thick 
and fast. Richard <A. Galloway, § first 
Vice-President of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad called before 10 o’clock. Several 
ladies also called, but none of them asked to 
see members ofthe family. They evidently 
had no other purpose than to inquire about 
Mr. Gould’s condition, and when they learned 
of his death they quickly hurried away. No 
notes addressedto Mr. George Gould or Dr. 
Munn were answered. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock Mr. Edwin Gould 
left the house by the servants’ entrance and 
hurriedly ran up the steps tothe house next 
door on Forty-seveuth street formerly occu- 
pied by Mr. George Gould. He remained 
there but a few minutes and was then driven 
down the avenue, 

At 10:2 a. m.the undertaker’s wagon ap- 
peared in front of the house on Fifth avenue. 
The undertaker is John May of 35 West Forty- 
fourth street, the sexton of Rev. Dr. Paxton’s 
West Presbyterian Church, of which the 
Gould family are members. 

The coffin was brought up the front steps 
ofthe house. A brown covering was thrown 
over it. As soon as Mr. Main and his 
assistants got inside the door the wagon was 
driven away soasnot to attract attention, 
but nevertheless a large crowd of people 
had gathered. It was needless for 
then toask questions. The presence of the 
undertaker’s wagon told what had hap- 
pened. The Superintendent of the Supply 
Department of the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. left the house after 10 
o’clock. He had been in on 
business connected with the wires 
that run intothe Gould residence. He told 
the reporters when he came out that Mr. 
Gould had died at 9o’clock. This was not 
consistent with the statement of Dr. Munn’s 
messenger, who sald 9:15 was the hour. 
Another note was sent to Mr. 
George Gould, but it was returned unan- 
swered. Between 10 and 11 o’cleck there 
were many callers atthe honse, but for the 
most part they ware tradespeople. 

THE END WAS PEACEFUL. 

At 11:06 Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton entered 
the house and left there about twenty min- 
utes afterwards. Hetold the reporters that 
Mr. Gould’s end was very peaceful. 
Up to a few minutes before his de. 
mise he was perfectly conscious. He 
called all the members of his family around 
his bedside and spoke to each one of his sons 
and daughters individually. He became un- 
conscious a few minutes before his death. 

Dr. Paxton said that the funeral would 
take place on Monday next, either 
at10o’clock in the morning or4o’clock in 
the afternoon, the exact hour not yet having 
been settled. The funeral services will be 
held at the house, The place of 
interment will probably be inthe same cem- 
etery where his wife lies. Mr. Main, the un- 
dertaker, is the same who had charge of 
Mrs. Goald’s funeral arrangements. 

Col. Hain, General Manager of the Ele- 
vated Rallroad, called at the Gould residence 
this forehoon. He told the reporters 
that he had called early in the 
morning and that Mr. Gould was 
then alive. Then he went down town, and 
when he reached his office a message was 
handed him telling him of Mr. Gould’s death. 
Mr. Hain said he had lost his best friend. 


IN WALL STREET, 


EFFECT OF THE NEWS OF JAY GOULD’S DEATH 
WHEN ANNOUNCED TO-DAY. 


New York, Dec. 2.—The effect of the news 
of Mr. Jay Gould’s death on the Stock Ex- 
change this ing was anxiously awaited. 
There was an interval of 
an hour between the time that the 
first news of i his aeath reached 
the ‘*street’’ and the opening . of 
the Stock Exchange, and nothing else but 
the death of the sage financier and the 
probable effect of his death on the properties 


opinion among brokers that there would be 
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none would admit that there was 
any fear of an extensive selling. Some 
brokers were of the opinion that the proper- 
ties were well protected and nothing in the 
shape of a very decided break would occur. 
When the market did open there was a large 
crowd in the board room, and for a time 
there was considerable offerings of Goulders, 
notably Missouri Pacific,while Manhattan and 
Atchison stocks were also sold to a consider- 
able extent, but they only broke fractional- 
ly. Missouri Pacific made the greatest de- 
cline, 1% per cent, to 54, but recovered in the 
first fifteen minutes to55. The market then 
steadied somewhat. There was very little 
excitement at the opening of the market. 

Mr. John T. Terry, who has been con- 
nected with Mr. Gould for years 
and who is a director in’ a number 
of the Gould properties, said: **Mr, 
Gould stated recently thathe had ‘trustea’ 
(touse hisown expression) the three stocks 
in which he was most interested and that they 
could not be sold.’’ 

The three stocks referred to are Man- 
hattan, Western Union and Missouri Pacific. 
The general opinicn on the street is that Mr. 
Gould has had his house in good order for a 
long time. 

Interviews with prominent bankers and 
brokers are to the effect that the death of 
Mr. Gould will not have much influence upon 
the market. 


LITTLE EFFECT IN LONDON. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—The announcement of the 
death of Jay Gould was received here a few 
minutes alter it occurred. It bad no marked 


effecton the stock market. Union Pacific 
shares sustained a fractional relapse, but re- 
covered immediately afterwards. 


AT MISSOURI PACIFIC HEADQUARTERS. 


MR. ABRAN GOULD LEAVES FOR NEW YORK TO- 
NIGHT--AT THE WABASH. 


At the general offices of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Co., in the Equitable Bullding, Sixth 
and Locust streets, the news of the death of 
the President and controlling force of that 
great system this morning was received a 
few minutes after its occurrence. Assistant 
General Manager George C. Smith recetved a 
telegram from the New York offices of the 
Missouri Pacific Co. shortly before 10 o’clock 
notifying him that Mr. Gould had died at 
9:15 o’clock. No action was taken on 
the news wf course, and save for 
that air ofadded quietness that marks the 
occurrence of events likely to cause notable 
changes inthe management of vast corpo- 
rations, the businessin the general mana- 
ger’s office went on the same as usual. 

At 100’clock Mr. Abram Gould, brother of 
Jay Gould and Purchasing Agent of the Mis- 
souril Pacific system, visited Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager Smith’s office. Mr. Gould had 
just received a telegram notifying him of his 


brother’s death, ana was greatly affected, 
his voice trembling with emo- 
tion as he replied to the greet- 
ings of those in the office. After 
quite a long conference with Mr. Smith, he 
came out to the private secretary’s office and 
after dictating a telegram to New York stat- 
ing that he would leave for New York to- 
night Mr. Gould withdrew. 

Assistant General Manager Smith was seen 
immediately afterward bya PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter. 

**‘On receipt of the newsof Mr. Gould’s 
death,’’ said Mr. Smith, ‘‘l communicated 
with Mr. S. H. H. Clark, First Assistant Vice- 
President of the Missouri! Pacific Railroad, 
whois uowin New York. There has been 
nothing done herein the way oftaking ac- 
tion on the death of Mr. Gould. 1 would state, 
however, that every proper mark of respect 
to his memory will be shown by the inan 
agement of the road. The general offices will, 
of course, be closed on the day of the 
funeral. I do not think it Iikely that 
any of the general officers will go on tothe 
funeral from st. Louls. Of course Mr. Gould’s 
death will necessitate a meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Missour! Pacific system for 
the purpose of electinga lTresident of the 
road to fill the vacancy caused by that death. 
I do not know when the meeting will be 
called. Nothing has been received here to- 
day savethe telegram from the New York 
York office advising us that Mr. Gould died at 
9:15 o’clock this mcrning.’’ 

Mr. D. K. Ferguson, President of the Me- 
chanics’ Bank ofthecity and a former di- 
rector ofthe Missouri PacifiCc company was 
among the callers at the general offices dur- 
ing the forenoon. 

At the general offices of the Wabash Rall- 
road inthe Commercial bDullding, of which 
company Mr. Gould was a director, it was 
Stated that General Manager Charles M. 
Hays was out ofthe city and that no direct 
news of Mr.Gould’s death had been received. 
The election of Mr. Gould to the Wabash 
directory occurred only a few months ago, 
and it was Delleved to mean, from certain 
occurrences at that meeting, that he had 
secured a controlling interestinthe Wabash 
road. His death leaves the Gould interest 
now without direct representation in the 
Wabash board. It was stated at the Wabash 
general offices that a meeting of directors 
would probably be shortly called from New 
York for the purpose of filling the vacancy in 
the board. It is presumably certain that 
George Gould will be elected a Wabash di- 
rector at that time. 

Itis also supposed by most that George 
Gould will take the presidency of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific company, thus stepping at once 
tothe great throne of railroad power left 
empty by his father’s death. But there are 
many who believe that George Gould will pre- 
ferat present, and forthe next few years, to 
place Mr. Ss. H. HH. Clark at the head 
of the Missouri Pacific System. Mr. 
Clark is now the First Vice- 
President of the company and also the Pres!i- 
dent and General Manager of the Union 
Pacific ei | Co., anotherof Jay Gould’s 
possessions. He has for years been the most 
trusted lieutenant of the Gould interest. It 
may be that George Gould will conciude that 
the management of the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem will be saferinthe hands of Mr. Clark 
as its president, owing to his long experience 
with that vast property. Mr. Clark will, as 
@ matter of course, be the acting president 
of the Missouri Pacific until the late Jay 
Gould’s successor is elected. 

EFFECT ON 8ST. LOUIS MARKETS, 

The news of the death of Jay Gould exer- 
cised no perceptible effect on either the 
wheat or the stock market. In fact both 
The opinion 
among brokers was that Gould had not 
been engaged in manipulating the stock 
market for some time past,and that his death 
would have little immediate effect. Private 
telegrams from New York stated thatit was 
understood that his will provides that no 
stocks belonging to his estate should be 
sold for some time, and this odviated the 
chance of a panic caused by throwing a 
large number of securities on the market. As 
amatter of fact, there has not for a long 
time Deen such a demand from local buyers 
for stock as developed to-day, and in spite of 
the advance in prices the sales were far 
above the average. ’ 


GOULD’S LIFE. 


HIS CAREER HAS NO PARALLEL IN THE WORLD'S 
HISTORY. 


Jay Gould was one of the most remarkable 
men of the nineteenth century. Born onthe 
27th of May, 1836, his life covered the most 
eventful period of our political and commer- 
cial history, and during this period Gould 
was a unique and commanding figure. He 
was remarkable forthe creation of a colossal 
fortune of $50,000,000 or more ; remarkable for 
the methods he employed to create this 
wealth and for the stirring and dramatic 
events in which bis life abounded; remark- 
able for the extraordinary power which for 
many years he exerted in the world of specu- 
lation and business; remarkable for thw 


striking contrasts of his character, for the 


purity. of nis privete and for the audacious 
unscrupulous daring of 


his public iife;[ 


physique and for the courage, breadth and 
power of his mind. 

Other men have fisen from poverty to afflu- 
ence, and in the United States not a few who 
have created colossal fortunes in a few bold 
enterprises by thesimple exercise of their 
shrewdness, foresight and daring, but 
Gould’s great wealth was created througha 
series of incidemts 60 extraordinary and so 
dramatic and by methods so audacious and 
unscrupulous and with results so injurious to 
his country that-his Career dazzles the im- 
agination, and in the brilliancy of its success 
one is apt to forget the means by which that 
success was attained. He has been in finance 


and speculation what Napoleon was in war 
and politics—the most brilliant adventurer 
the world has ever seen. 


I. 
HIS EARLY LIFE. 

Mr. Gould first saw the light of day in Rox- 
bury, Delaware County, N. Y., a place about 
200 miles from New York. It is significant 
that almost without .exception the men who 
have achieved the highest success in the city 
have been those born and brought upinthe 
country. It would seem as if those nourished 
inthe metropolis have not the reserve force 


to enable them to stand the heat and excite- 
ment of the tremendous competition ofa 
New York business career. 

Gould’s father was John B. Gould, the first 
male child born in Delaware County, which 
wasthen a wilderness. He married three 
times. Hisfirst wife, the mother of Jay, 
died in 1841, The elder Gould died in 1866, 
and some years ago their distinguished son 
erected over their graves a handsome monu- 
ment inthe village cemetery. The elder 
Gould had a farm of about 150 acres, and was 
esteemed by his neighbors as a wortby citi- 
zen. The house in which Jay was born and 
spent his boyhood is described as ‘‘a two- 
story, box-like frame building covered with 
acoating of white paint.’’ In July, 1880, 
Jay Gouldrevisited his birthplace and also 
Hobart, eleven miles distant, where he went 
to school. Heused to walk the entire dis- 
tance to school every Monday morning, re- 
turning Saturdays. He was enthusiastically 
received by the inhabitants at the time of 
his visit as the most noted manever born in 
that region. 

Innumerable annecdotes are related of 
Jay’s early life. Ali the world has heard the 
mouse-trap story. Itwas in 1853, when the 
World’s Exhibition was held in this city,that 
young Gould, then about 17 years old, is said 
to have made his tirst visit to the metropolis, 
in which he was to become such a power. 
He carried with bim a showy mahogany case, 
containing an invention which the boy hoped 
would bring him fame and fortune. ‘The 
invention was a mouse-trap. He entered a 
horse-car, and leaving his invention on the 
seat, stepped outside and stood on the plat- 
form, where he could view the glories of the 
great city. The box was picked up by a 
thief, but not without the  observa- 
tion of young Gould, who pursued 
the thief and captured him, his exploit being 
related next day in the Herald, this being the 
first reference to Gould, whose renown has 
since filled calumns of the dally press for 
years. The mouse-trap was asuccess, butits 
inventor has laid traps and caught specula- 
tive mice all his life. 

That Gould’s great fortune was not the re- 
sult ofa streak of luck, but of strict attention 
to business and hard work isclearly proved 
inallthe events of hislife. His plans were 
the result of careful thoughtand they were 
carried out by hard work. 

The man in whose tamily young Gould 
worked for his board when going to school 
thus speaks of his conduct at that early date: 
‘*‘Hle was an éxcellent boy. His habits were 
good, and he devoted mostof his evenings to 
study. He wasalways the first one up in 
the morning and be had the fire burning and 
the tea kettle boiling by the time my wife was 
ready to prepare breakfast.’’ 

It was while workia@ in the store shortiy 
after this that young Goula seems to have 
given the finalexhibition ofhis shrewdness. 
The merchant also did a real estate business. 
Gould, by virtue of his position, learned the 
particulars of a bargain which his employer 
desired to make fora plece of land which was 
in the market forsale, The price asked, so 
the story goes, was $2,500. Gould’s em- 
ployer offered $2,000, and while the negotia- 
tions werein progress Jay borrowed $2,500 
from his father, and outbidding his employer 
quietly scooped in the property in the name 
of his father, who afterwards soldit at a con- 
siderable profit. This caused a separation 
between the merchant and his clerk and 
broke up a little romance which Is said to 
have existed between the young speculator 
and a young female memberof his employ- 
er’s family. 

The next important Incident in the young 
man’s career was his experience as a tanner. 
After getting the better of his partner, who 
did not long survive hisfinancial ruin at 
Goldsboro, he schemed the property out of 
the hands of Leupp’s daughters, who were 
left almost penniless. But the ILtigation 
which followed reduced the resources of the 
young financier toa very low ebb. 

It is probable that noman in this or any 
other country has ever been a party to so 
many law suitsas Gould. From the timeof 
the contest over the tannery there was 
scarcely a day during his whole hfe that he 
did not have some litigation on his hands, 
This ended the early chapters of Gould’s life. 
He next entereii upon that career in the me- 
tropolis which has made his name familiar 
around the globe. 

II, 
ENTRY INTO GREAT AFFAIRS. 

On his visits to New York Mr. Gould used to 
put up at the Everett House, and bere about 
this time he met the lady who shortly became 
his wife. Theimpression is that after the 
tannery episode Mr. Gould was pretty 
thoroughly improverished. However that 
may be, his marriage put him on his feet 
again, for his father-in-law was a wealthy 
merchant, and though itis said he opposed 


his daughter’s marriage with the hero of 
Goldsboro, yet he soon became reconciled 
and evidently aided Mr. Gould in the opera- 
tions into which he thenentered, At this time 
he bought bis first railroad, and Mr. Goula’s 
own account of the transaction given in his 
extraordinary narrative to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Kducation and Labor in 1883 
will be interesting, 

‘*about that time,’’ he said, ‘‘the panic of 
1857 came on and everything was very much 
disturbed. Railroad values afterthis time 
went down very low andthe first mortgage 
bonds of the Rutland & Washington were 
slling at 10 cents on the dollar. I bought all 
the bonds at that price, borrowing the money 
to pay forthem. Itook the entire charge of 
this road and learned the business, asl may 
say. Iwas President, Secretary, Treasurer 
and Superintendent, had sole controland I 
formed what was Known as the Saratoga 
consolidation. The firstroad was sixty-two 
miles long. Ihad gradually drawn the road 
up and I kept at work until finally we 
made the present Renssalaer and Sara- 
toga consolidation. Meantime the bonds 
became good and my stock also. 
The stock was selling low and a friend 


of mine, who had more than he could take, 


care of, came to me one night and said that 
the next day hemusttiall. He had bought 
but could not pay forit. He bought it at 60 
and it was downtoabout 40. Iltold him, ‘I 
will take half of what you have at that fig- 
ure.’ Heagreed tothis, andthatisthe way 
I became the owner Ol the Cleveland & Pitts- 
burg. As soon as it was found that there was 
someone there who could take care of it the 
stock went up to120. I took the road and it 
was very successful. It paid dividends from 
the starr, and finally I sold it out to the Penn- 
syivania roac.’’ 

His profits from the Rutland Railroad spec- 
ulation were very large, and Gould was now 
fairly on his way to his collossal fortune. At 
this time his attention was turned to Wall 
street, and, though friends warned him 
against entering into the whiripool of blasted 
hopes and ruined fortunes, his inclinations in 
that direction were too strong to be resisted. 
Gould was a born speculator. it is true that 
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Ill. 
GOULD AND ERIE. 

The blackest pages in the history of Amer- 
ican railways comprise the chapter relating 
to Erie, Nothing in the Credit Mobilier and 
the history of the rise of the Pacific railroads 


equals downright violation of sacred trusts, in 
absolute plunder of hosts of properties and in 
wholesale bribery and corruption the record 
of Erie. Even Mr. Gould, in his sworn auto- 
biography before the Committee on Laborand 
Education, while careful to give minute de- 
tails about other periods of his history, — 
nificantly preserved an entire silence as to 
Erie and Black Friday, two incidents in his 
career which even a enlogist like J. 8. C. 
Abbott was of Napoleon, could only pass over 
in silence. That this is no exaggeration of 
language an examination of the facts will 
show. There is nointention to speak mali- 
clously of Gould. Beside an open grave cnar- 
ity and forgetfulness stand guard on either 
side. But the lesson of Gould’s career would 
be lost if even at this time the facts were 
concealed. Tosay that Gould ruthlessly 
plundered the Erie Railway is to speak the 
plain truth. 

When Gould entered Wall Street Erie was 
one of the most active stocks on the list of 
the Stock Exchange. It was natural that he 
should drift into its speculation, and his con- 
nection with the Cleveland & -Pittsburg led 
him naturally into Erle. His old acquaint- 
ances were surprisedto hear one day that he 
had become a director and a controlling 
spirit ofthis great road, This was in 1867. 

_Before his entrance into Erie, Gould had 
become acquainted with James Fisk, Jr., 
and the former, with that unerring judgment 
ofmen, which was always one of the ele- 
ments of his success, soon perceived in Fisk 
the qualities which supplied his own defi- 
ciencies. Fisk was the son of a Vermont 
peddler, and followed the calling himself for 
some time, and in it learned the great art of 
driving a hard and shrewd bargain. Wholly 
uneducated, his natural ability in the line of 
making money was very great. Gould was 
timid and shrank from publicify. Fisk was 
bold and loved notoriety. Gould had many 
refinements of mind and was of a 
domestic nature. Fisk was coarse, 
sual and fond of display. He became 
the colonel ofa militia regiment, and with 
great delight used to put on his uniform and 
ride to the front of hiscommand. Heused to 
create a-sensation by riding in a carriage 
with six horses in questionable female com- 
pany. Heconsidered it one ofthe choicest 
prerogatives of his position of Vice-President 
and Comptroller of Erie to direct the theater 
that adjoined the railway offices in the Grand 
Opera-house. While Gould did not have the 
inclination or courage to do these things, he 
did not hesitate to use Fisk in every avail- 
able way and to hide his own personality be- 
hind that of his partner. In those days Fisk 
seemed to play the more prominent part,and 
Gould, In public estimation, was a secondary 
character. When anything was doneit was 
Fisk that bore the brunt of popular cfiticism 
and indignation. Yet the facts as they are 
now known show that Gould’s was the mas- 
ter mind; Fisk was simply his right arm. 
‘*With Gould to plan and Fisk toact,’’ said 
Gen. Francis Berdan, in 1872, ‘‘they were a 
strong team.’’ 

Atthe time Gould and Fisk entered into 
Erie, Daniel Drew was the master of the 
greattrunk line. Drew was one of the most 
extraordinary characters in Wali street his- 
tory. Both pious and unscrupulous, he 
founded a theological seminary and wrecked 
a railroad with equal fervor. He was a 
director and treasurer of Erie,and used these 
positions simply forspeculative purpcses. He 
was known In his day as the ‘‘grent specula- 
tive director.’’ His biggest piece of ‘‘finan- 
clering’’ wasto get himself apparently cor- 
nered in Erie stock, and then to appear inthe 
street with a block of stock which had been 
converted from bonds issued with an obscure 
provision entitling the holders to convert 
them into stock. Gould later on repeated 
this trick with success, both in Erie and Jer- 
sey Central. 

**Soon after Gould and Fisk entered Erie, 
Drew became engaced in Nis ‘celebrated con- 
test with Commodore Vanderbilt and in this 
contest he had their able assistance. The 
first and great Vanderbilt was cast in a 
larger mold than Drew. The latter was sim- 
ply a speculator, Vanderbilt was a creator or 
property. He was the first of the line of rall- 
road Kings. Laying the foundations of his 
great wealth in the steamboat and steamship 
business, he soon drifted into railroad onera- 
tions, clearly seeing that inthe development 
of the great inland commerce of America 
there were larger and quicker profits to be 
obtained than in the export trade. 

Vanderbilt had obtained control of the 
Hlarlem and Hudson River roads; he now 
aimed atthe ownership of Erie. Space will 
not permit the telling of the story of this 
contest. It is a _ story of extraordin- 
ary stock operations, of millions lost and 
won: of securities issued by the bushel and 
with little or no regard for law or equity; of 
large and intricate Htigation; of judges 
bought, legislators duped, of directors de- 
fying injunctions and fleeing to another State 
to escape arrest. Vanderbilt, having been 
defeated in other efforts to get his fingers 
on the Erie road, resolved if ossible 
to buy a controlling interest, and his brokers 
were set to work on this difficult job. Drew 
resolved to let Vanderbilt save as much stock 
as he wanted, but entered into a bargain 
with Goula and Fisk by which the railroad 
king should be defeated by issuing and mar- 
keting an unlimited number of new securi- 
ties. Drew soldand Vanderbilt bought. The 
latter having in remembrance Drew’s famous 
convertible stock trick, resorted to the 
courts to prevent him from issuing any 
more stock. Injunctions were issued enjoin- 
ing Drew andall the directors of the road 
from issuing any stock. Counter injunctions 
were obtained by the Drew-Gould party. 
One judge would tssuean order commanGing 
certain things to be done which another judge 
simultaneously commanded should not 
be done. Judges in New York, Brooklyn, 
Albany and Binghamton issued contradic- 
tory injunctions. Sucha legal pandemonium 
bas never been seen before orsince. The 
courts ran riot and law became another name 
for plunder. Inthis scene—the blackest in 
the biatory of American jurisprudence—the 
notorious Judge Barnard loomed up con- 
spicuously, anda little later Judge Cordoza, 
shrewd, learned, crafty and venal—the mod- 
ern Lord Bacon—appeared on the scene. At 
first Barnard was Vanderbilt’s judge. Later, 
when Vanderbilt had no further use for him, 
he became Gould’s judge. His other master 
was Tweed. 

In the meantime, regardlees of injunctions, 
Drew and his aids calmly proceeded to carry 
out their carefully matured plans to issue 
new stock. It was agreed that 50,000 shares 
of new stock should be delivered to the Wall 
street firms, of which Gould and Fisk were 
members. Without going Into the details of 
the intrigue itis sufficient to say that it was, 
at least for the time being, successful. When 
the 50,000 shares were thrown on the market 
the price of Erie fell from 83to 71. Vander- 
bilt found that he had bought at high figures 
a lot of Erie stock, but that he was no nearer 
control thanever. Drew raked in about $7,- 
000,000 of Vanderblilt’s money and Gould and 
Fisk shared in the profits. 

GOULD AS A LOBBYIST. 


It was necessary that the Drew party 
should haveatrusty representative at Al- 
bany to look after Erie legislation there, and 


Gould was selected as the fittest man toact 
inthis capacity. Gould now appearson the 
scene asalobbyist. First giving out that he 
is going to Ohio, Gould quietly Te upto Al- 
bany with $500,000 of Erle cash in his pocxets. 
Here in a day or two he was arrested but re- 
leased on $500,000 Dailto appear ina New 
York court on Saturday. He appeared 
on that day, but his attorneys secured 
a postponement, and he was allowed 
to return to Albany in charge of an 
under-sheriff. Arriving ‘in Albany 
Mr. Gould was conveniently taken sick 
and unable to return to New York to atten 
the court proceedings though hoe drove to the 
Capitol in a snow storm. 1 he officer reported 
him tothe courtas a ‘‘runaway,’’ but the 
matter was afterwards settled. Corruption 
ran high. One Senator was reported te have 
accepted $75,000 from one side and $100,000 
from the other. One man was paid $5,000 by 
Gould ‘‘just,’’ as Air. Gould remarked, ‘‘to 
smooth him over.’’ 


While Gould was engaged in ‘‘fixing’’ the 


Legislature and the courts were filled with 
Erie suits the various parties i@interest got 
together and effected a compromise. Van- 
derbilt got rid of the useless stock he had 
bought at highf ’ Drew pocketed 
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relinquished his‘'ambition for control and the 
property was turned over to Gould and Fisk. 

One of the first achievements of Gould and 
Fisk when they assumed entire control was 
to corner their old associate, Daniei Drew. 
The latter, after a short retirement from the 
street, returned to speculation and naturally 
drifted tnto Erie, but this time from the out- 
side. He was caught just as many times as 
he had caught others. And Gould repeated, 
only ina more aggravated way, his trick of 
issuing naw stock and flooding Wall street 
with it. This new stock was issued by Gould 
and Fisk without even going through the 
form of consultation with the other direct- 
ors. Mr. Adams calls this ‘‘the most ex- 
traordinary feat of financtal legerdemain 
which history has yet recorded.’’ Drew 
found that even he, old and experienced 
in all the tricks of his trade, 
was no match for Gould. He appealed tothe 
courts for relief, but Mr. Gould fought him in 
the same wuy. Realizing that he had no 
other avenue of escape, Drew actually called 
on Gould and Fisk onenight and appealed 
piteously to be permitted to get out without 
loss, though his companions in loss might be 
squeezed to Gould’s heart’s content. Gould 
and Fisk bowed their aged associate out 
without satisfaction and smiied as they 
closed the door on the old man. Drew lost 
$1,500,000 in this transaction. Students of 
this perlod of Gould’s career wiilsee here 
and there lurid flashes which write the Nis- 
tory of the times in lettersof fire. Gould 
and Fisk visit Judge Barnard’s house 
and he gives them an injunction while 
eating his breakfast. Gould at this time 
actually posed as an anti-monopolist before 
the public. All his extraordinary acts as 
President ofthe Erie were defended on the 
ground that he was endeavoring to protect 
the system against consolidation or affilia- 
tion with other trunk lines, and there were 
some honorable persons who really put faith 
in this statement. ~~ > 

It was not long after those events until an 
anti-Gould movement developed which re- 
~ in displacing the Wizard from control 
of Erie. 

He remained asa director fora time, but 
his power was gone and Erie passed out of 
his hands forever. The property has never 
fully recovered from the condition into 
which it. was thrown by the Drew-Gould 
regeme. Though one of the most important 
systems in the country and enjoying an 
immense business, it was crippled with its 
enormous stock and bond Nabilities, and not 
until 1891 did oP dividend. For many 
years it remained in the hands ofa receiver. 

IV. 
THE GOLD CONSPIRACY OF 1869. 

The history of the Erie has been gone Into 
with much detail because it gives an insight 
into Gould’s methods of railroad wrecking— 


methods which he introduced toa greater or 
less extent into his otherrat?roadl operations. 

The gold conspiracy of 1869 was one of the 
most disgraceful events in American history. 
In his ambition tocreate sudden wealth Mr, 
Gould involved not only Wall street in ruin, 
but his country in dishonor. It was the most 
wicked speculation of modern times. 

This gola conspiracy was investigated in 
1870 by a committee of Congress of which 
James A. Garfield, afterwards President, was 
chairman ana 8.8, Coxa member. The re- 
port of the committee is one of the most ab- 
sorbingly interesting books in existence. 

Gould some years before had formed a co- 
partnership with H. N. Smith and others 
under the name of Smith, Gould, Martin & 
Co. Gen. Grant had just become President, 
His Secretary of the lreasury was George F., 
Boutwell. The key tothe situation was the 
financial policy of the Government. No suc- 
cessful corner in gold could be established if 
the Treasury should sell gold with a liberal 
hand. It should be explained that the war 
had caused a lively speculation in gold which 
continued after the war untii after the re- 
sumption of specie payments made the 
greenbacks equalin valneto gold. Specula- 
tion in gold was carried on in the gold room, 
an institution separate from the Stock Ex- 
change. 

It became essential to the success of Mr. 
Gould’s plans that the Grant Administration 
should either become a party to the specu 
lation or else an honest believer in his crop 
theory. Fatlingin both of these, the public 
must at least be impressed with the idea that 
the Administration was in the deal, whether 
itwasornot. So Gould began to lay — 
tematic siege around the Administration. He 
seems to have entered alone into this specu- 
lation. It wasonly when he was unable to 
carry the burden alone that he took in others, 
and it was not until late in the game that 
Fisk entered. Gould found a brother-in-law 
of President Grant a convenient tool in his 
operations. The name of this brother- 
in-law was <A. R. Corbin, who had 
been somethin an adventurer all 
bis life, an whose chief hold on 
respectability was his relationship to the 
President. Gould unfolded enough of his 
plans to Corbinto enlist himin his service 
and to bind him by interest tothe s ula- 
tion. Gould bought for Corbin $1,500,000 of 
gold, and promised him thatall the profits 
should be turned over to him, pie rise of 
iper centin the priceof gold made Corbin 
$15,000 richer. 

The final pep in the conspiracy after the 
bribing of Corbin and the purchase of a large 
quantity of gold was to secure the appoint- 
ment of the right sort ofa man as Assistant 
Treasurer at New York. 
a subordinate officer and having no ori! 
authority the Assistant Treasurer draws the 
salary of a Cabinet officer, and his influence 
is large. Corbin undertook this part of the 
scheme and secured he apposstmess of Gen. 
Butterworth, who see to give great satis- 
faction to Gould. Butterworth was after- 
wards exonerated by Congress of ali guilty 
connection with the conspiracy, but 
Gould purchased for his account $1,000,000 
of gold. But then Gould also had the ef- 
frontery at one stage of the negotiations to 

uy $500,000 gola for Gen, Porter, the Pregt- 
dent’s private secretary, which that gentle- 
man promptly declined, It was said also that 
$500,000 was purekases in the name of Mrs. 
Grant, but she never receivedany of 
profits and had no connection withthe con- 
spiracy.

But the President 
supposing that the messenger was only a 
clerk from the post-office, had said ‘‘all 
right’’ merely to indicate that he had re- 
ceivei the letter and required his presence 
no longer. His suspicions were aroused after 
the messenger had left, when he ascertained 
that he had brought the letter at post haste 
all the way from New York. That night Mrs. 
Grant wrote to Mrs. Corbin a note stating 
that the President had heard that Mr. 
Corbin was were in Wad street 
speculations, andifit was true he desired. 
that he should immediately dissociate him- 
selffromthem. ‘This letter filled Gould with 
consternation. He and Corbin sat in the lat- 
ter’s house all night reading and rereading 
the note and endeavoring to grasp the mean- 
ing between the lines. ‘‘If you show that 
note,’’ said Gould, finally, ‘‘1 am a ruined 
man.’’ Corbin said he must obey orders 
and leave the street, but he insisted Gould 
should first take up the gold held in Corbin’s 
NMameand pay himthe profits. Corbin had 
already received a check for $25,000. But 
Gould had alréady all the gold he wanted, 
and after standingfor awhile in silence by 
the door, his brow biack with mystery, he 
left the house. / , 
The gAmewasup. One strokeofawoman’s 
pen had punctured the dazzling bubble. A. 
word from the Presinent was sufficient to 
collapse the biggest corner on record. How 
to save himself? That was the question 
which, with knit Drow and lips compr 
with hidden excitement, Gould debated ash 
returned home that night.

THE STORY OF BLACK FRIDAY. 


That memorable day, Black Friday, fole 
lowed the bursting of the gold plot as night 
must follow day. Wall street has passed 
through other days of excitement and calam- 
ity, but eveu the panic days of 1873 and 1886 
pale before the awful passion and fury of 
Black Friday. 

The conspirators were early inthe street 
andthe offices of Smith, Gould & in, 
Fisk & Belden and Wm. Heath & Co..were 
the center of enormous excitement. 

Gould, Fisk, Belden ana their brokers held 
a counsel of war and lald out the work of the 
day.Heath was to look after this, Willard was 
to attend to that, Belden was to direct this, 
and Fisk was to direct that, while ‘‘Gould’’-— 
the ianguage ofthe congressional report is 
now quote —**Gould, the guilty plotter of all 
these criminal proceedings, determined to be- 
tray his own associates d sflent and tme- 
perturbable, by nods and whispers directed 
all.’* ‘*I determined,’’ said Mr. Gould afters 
wards, ‘‘not to open my mouth that day,and 
I did not.’’ :

it would be too tedious to foliow Mr. Gould 
in detail in all of his railroad operations, 
especially as enough has already been given 
to indicate the character of his enterprises.

THE ELEVATED RAILROADS, 

Without entering intoan account of Gould’s 
Career in New Jersey Southern, New Jersey 
Central, Pacific Mail, Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western, Louisville & ashville and 
other corporations with which he has been 
ee meet identified, it will, however, be 
neccessary to dwellfor a few moments on his 
connection with the elevated railroads of 
this city. He had nothing to do with their 
construction. In fact, Gould’s name is un- 
identified with any great public undertakin 
original with himself. Other men planne 
and built. He grabbed. Hedid, it is true, 
start a telegraph company, and putup poles 
and wires, but it was only a part of his 
pian to capture a system already con- 
structed. Sothe elevated roads—the meas- 
urable solution of the problem of rapia 
transit inthe metropolis and an inestimable 
boon to the city—are not due to the foresight, 
pluck and energy of Gould, Other men 
were the ploneers, but they were driven 
to the wall and forgotten, while he plucked 
the fruits of their labors. 

‘Gould made himself absolutely master of the 
elevated system, of which in 1891 be made 
his eldest son Vice-president and another son 
adirector. Field wascarrying an immense 
amount of stock on margins and was conse- 
quently aheavy borrower of money. Gould 
and Sage were lenders. The bank reserves 
were low. Gould and Sage called in their 
loans and Field found it impossible to nego- 
tiate loans and was thus obliged to throw 
over his stock at a sucrifice. The price of 
Manhattan fell from 160 to 120 and Gould 
purchased from Field 78,000 shares at prices 
understood to have ranged from par to 120. 
Field saved his real estate and other prop- 
erty, but his powerinthe street was gone. 
His later history was a tragedy. In 1891, 
within a few weeks he lost his wife and his 
son became a disgraced bankrupt. 


VIII, 
CONTROL OF TELEGRAPHS. 

In probably no other country of the world 
would one man be permitted to control its 
telegraph system. But Gould became the 
absolute dictator ofthe Western Union and 


successfully overcame every competitor 
that arose. His record in Western Union, 
like this in his other properties, is that ofa 
tremendous increase of securities. Like the 
wicked milkman, Gouid always skimmed off 
the cream and poured water into all his 
properties. Thecomic papers delighted to 
picture him with a waterin«-pot in his hand. 
The mainspring of the Western Union Is 
monopoly. Its condition is such thatit can- 
not exist with profit to its stockholders with 
strong competition in the field. Thus it Is 
@ grand aggregation of small companies. It 
has absorbed and will probably continue to 
absorb every rivalin the feld. Gould him- 
self rode into control on the back of a com- 
poses company. This was early in 1881, and 
e has been the controlling spirit ever since. 
Gould drew around him in the Western 
Union a powerful body of men. His board of 
directors included Norvin @reen, Harrison 
Durkee, Alonzo B. Cornell (who when Gover- 
the State from 16880 to _ 1883 
as an anti-Gould= and anti- 
monopoly Governor, OCyrus W. Fieid, 
Robert L. Kennedy, Hugh J. Jewett 
(whose testimony in regard to Erie has al- 
ready been quoted), J. Pierrepont Morgan of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., VU.

C. Clowry, enry Weaver, Erastus Wiman 
ork. G. Dun & Co., John Jacob Astor, Frank 
Work, George B. berts, President of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, the leading railroad 
system of the world; George D. Morgan, John 
ay, W. D, Bishop and J. W. Clendenin. 
The management, however, was in the 
handsofan executive committee composed 
of Gould’s immediute associates. The West- 
ern Union, besides iis land system, owns 
ocean cables and has a big interest in the tel- 
ephone and stock ‘‘ticker’’ systems, and 
lfi’s power as the master of this company 
can scarcely be estimated. 


Ix. 
THE FINANCIER’S POLITICS. 

Gould’s politics sprang from his pocket, 
pot from his patriotism. He has already 
been guoted as saying that ‘‘in Republican 
Gistricts he was a Republican; in Democratic 
Gistricts, a Democrat, and in ali, an Erie 

n.’’ But Mr. Gould is morea Republican 
han thing else, for he obtained, or 
ht he could obtain, more recognition

The members of his family were his only 
intimate friends. 

Mr. Gould’s wife was Miss Ellen Miller, 
whose father, a wealthy New York merchant, 
was a member ofthe grocery house of Philip 
Dater &Co. Mr. Gould met his wife while 
living at the Everett House, before the war. 
She lived in a house across the streetanda 
delightful filrtation with the charming young 
lady, whose pretty face appeared at the win- 
dow of the house across the way, preceded, it 
is related, the formal acquaintance and be- 
trothal. She proveda most estimable wife. 
She made her home her life, and gave her 
best thought tothe rearing of her children. 
Her death was a severe blow to Mr. Gould. 
Their union was blessed with six children, 
four boysandtwo girls. Ofthe children the 
eldest boy, George J. Gould,is the best Known, 
because he has entered into man’s estate 
and become the business associate of his 
father. Mr. Gould was fortunate in this 
son. Whether he possesses the great ability 
of his father isa question which only the 
future can decide, but heis industrious, 
sober and faithful. Morethan that, he has 
shown himself capable of caring for large in- 
terests. He has many of the physicaland 
mental traits of his father. He lovesa last 
horse,a good play, a swift yacht, but the first 
law of bis being is devotion to business. Mr. 
Gould early began to introduce his son to the 
manifold affairs of his extensive interests. 
He bought him a seat in the Stock Exchange, 
made him his companion in bis tours of in- 
spection over his railroads, made him a 
partner in his broker’s firm, and eventually 
a director in all his companies. Another son, 
Edward, has shown unmistakable talent for 
speculation andis following in his father’s 


footsteps. 
$8,000,000 PER YEAR. 

Wall street men estimate that Gould’s in- 
come was not less than $8,000,000 per year, 
and thereis no reason for believing that this 
estimate was incorrect. His income, how- 


ever, must have varied materially every 
year. One can scarcely conceive what $8, 00, - 
000 means. It would take a man one year 
to count that amount dollar by dollar at 
the rate of $1 a second, ten hours every day. 

It is 6 per centinterest on $14,000,000, hut at 
no time has Mr. Gould’s wealth amounted to 
thatsum. His income was disproportionate 
to the amount of hiscaplital. His assets were 
stocks and bonds of fluctuating value, and 
itis dificult to say what he would at any 
time have been worth if obliged to close out 
his holdings. The most common estimate 
was $50,000, He owned comparatively lit- 
tle real estate, and the bulk of his fortune 
was in Western Union, Manhattan and other 
stocks. 

His sons, unlike many rich men’s sons, did 
not take to riotous pleasure, but became 
their father’s assistunts in business. After 
the death of Mrs. Gould in 1889, Miss Helen 
Gould became the head of the household. Ac- 
counts of Mr. Gould’s falling health reached 
the public from timeto time. Considerable 
excitement was causedin October, 1891, by 
the announcement thathe had fainted ata 
meeting of the Missouri Pacific directors, and 
the fact wasthathe did have an attack of 
nervousness and depression, andis said to 
have buried his head in his hands and 
sobbed.

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POHLMAN FILES HIS CONTEST. 


His Claim That He Was Defrauded Out 
of 4.000 Votes. 


John Henry Pohlman, who was defeated 
for Sheriff at the late election by Sheriff 
Patrick M. Stead, executed his threat 
this afternoon and filed his contest 
papers in the Circuit Court Clerk’s office. 
The documents were crawn and presented 
by Ford Smith. who, for years, has 
beep Pohlman’s attorney and politi- 
cal lieutenant. As was expected it 


required a great many words and the use of 
many pages of i legal cap for the 
various counts and ~specifications, The 
notice contains ten counts. and winds 
up with the surprising declaration that 
pyrene received 4,000 voters more than 

ere creditedtohim and that he ts entitled 
to mae the Sheriff’s office instead of Sheriff 
Staed, 

In the first count he claitmsthat he was !)l- 
legally counted out of votesin every one of 
the 157 precincts, the mumber aggregating 
not less than 4,000. The second asserts 
that the judges and clerks in many 
of the precincts falsely and fraudulently cer- 
tifed to the correctness of ‘‘doctored’’ re- 
turns. Ballots it is alleged that had 
all names scratched under the shrievalty 
caption were counted for Staed. In the 
fourth count it is charged that Deputy 
Sheriff skidmore compelled the 
in Precinct 10 to xive Staed 
votes that should 
Pohliman. The petition claims further that 
100 tickets with all the candidates for sheriff 
scratched were counted for Staed in the same 
precinct. 

In Precinct 74 the petition charges that 200 
Pohlman votes were given to Staed, as well 
as forty that should not have been counted 
for anybody. 

Count Six alleges that Deputy Sheriff Geo. 
Putney had 100 Pohlman votes counted for 
Staed in Precinct 92, in addition to sixty that 
were scratched. In Precinct 131 the claim Is 
made that Thomas B. Kilcullen, who 
served as a clerk, gave Staed 100of Pohlman’s 
votes and forty that were scratched. In an- 
other count the contention is made 
that a man named Houston, acting 
without any authority whatever, 
counted the ballots while the judges of pre- 
cinct 155 were asleep, and that he wrapped 
them upina brown paper and carried them 
to Recorder Carlisle’s office. 

The petition was left with the Circuit Clerk 
to promptly serve it on Sheriff Staed. The 
latter’s interests in the contest willbe han- 
dled by Judge Lauchlin.

LIZZIE BORDEN INDICTED. 


Held to Answer for Murdering Her Par- 
ents. 

TAUNTON, Mass,, Dec. 2.—Lizzie Korden has 
been indicted by the Grand-jury on three 
counts for the murder of her father and 
mother. 

The case is remarkable for its strong chain 
of circumstantial evidence against the pris- 
oner. On Aug. 4, the town of Fall 
River was thrown into excitement by 
the announcement that Mr. Andrew 
J. Borden and his wife had been 
found murdered in their home. No 
clew was obtainable as to the asgassin, and 
the case was about to lapse into a nine 
days’ wonder, when remarks of 
Bridget Sullivan, the family ser- 
vant, directed suspicion to Lizzie.

THE DEATH OF JAY GOULD. 


Jay Gould died at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. Of all the financiers this coun- 
try has produced he wasthe most adroit, 
the most fertile of resource, the most con- 
summatein power of organization, the 
in his foresight and the 


most accurate 
most unscrupulous in his methods. 

Indeed we do not believe the history of 
the world furnishes a parallel to purely 
financial abilities at once so acute and so 
comprehensive. Noman living or dead 
accumulated such vast wealth ina private 
station and by purely business operations. 
No man ever managed such vast inter- 
ests with such and success. 
No mind was ever so concentrated upon 
matters of finance and yet remained so 
well balanced and so free from the fatigue 
of responsibility. Mr. Gould had no ec- 
centricities. What appeared an abnormal 
acuteness in the single line of money mak-~- 
ing in no way impaired his purely mental 
faculties in other directions. They were 
dormant, but they existed. They were 
neither warped nor weakened. Butif the 
distinction may be made it must be said 
that all the man’s moral sense of equity 
and right was totally absorbedin this one 
insatiable lust for money. Family affec- 
tions he doubtless had, but it is safe to 
say they did not extend beyond his close 
relationships. To the rest of mankind he 
was hard, pitiless and often cruel. He 
operated with kindred spirits in a feeling 
somewhat resembling tellowship, but he 
did so to further his own selfish purposes, 
and when those purposes were accom- 
plished the softening influence which is so 
often developed by association did not sur- 
vive if itever existed. He would betray 
or destroy a coadjutor without hesitation 
or remorse. 

The career of such a man should be dis- 
cussed with freedom because of the moral 
that should be drawn from it, and without 
that restraint which the maxim, ‘‘say 
nothing but good of the dead,’’ usually 
imposes, His example has exercised a 
baleful influence upon the young and as- 
piring. It has taught them that a great 
fortune may be acquired, the power 
and pleasure which it brings en- 
joyed, and the respect and 
even admiration of a large class of people 
secured, though the fortune be accumu- 
lated by the most unprincipled and devilish 
devices. It has added to the glamour and 
enticements of ‘wealth; it has weakened 
moral forces and restraints; it has 
strengthened false standards of success; it 
has dulled the higher sense of human duty 
and obscured the nobler aims of human 
effort, 

Thatin the massing of his fortune Mr. 
Gould hastened the development and sug- 
mented the wealth of certain sections of 
the country we are glad to admit, what- 
ever was his motive; but beyond this inei- 
dental advantage to

Notwithstanding the repeated 
assertions of the health officers 
bh the city water is free from disease 
rms, I have, in the experience of my fam- 
y, sufficient evidence tO convince me that 
the water is not fit for the human stomach. 
Every member of my family has been 
troubled with symptoms which I am in- 
formed are precisely the same as 
those first experienced by typhoid fever pa- 
tients. Intwo cases the disease could not 
be checked by persistent medical treatment. 
Some weeks ago we commenced boiling all 
our drinking water, and at once all trouble 
disappeared. The return to health, how- 
ever, made some of us 
last Monday, there not 
Clent boiled water 
ter from ithe was used 
by two of the family who remained at home. 
On Tuesday both were again sick with the 
same trouble, but the disease was again 
checked promptly when the led water 
alone was used for drinking, wifout resort 
to medical treatment. It seems 
to me that is strong evidence 
that the hydrant water is the main, 
if not the sole cause of the present sickness in 
the city, and 1 believe there would be few if 
any new cases, within a week, if every in-

Republicans Working a Echeme to Secure 
the Montana Senatorship—Demoocrats 
Lose in the Kansas Legislative Toss- 
Up—Labor Commissioner Peck Will Go 
Out of Office—Politics. 


New YorxK, Dec. 2.—There are 
surface indications of the coming conflict be. 
tween the Democratic factions in this State 
for Mr. Oleveland’s favor, says a morning 
paper. Signs are augmenting and omens 
multiplying that the clash isinevitable. Both 
sides are preparing for merry war which 
people familiar with political hostilities think 
is due to begin about the time the Nimrod of 
Broadwater Island returns to his castle, No. 
12 West Fifty-first street. 

The friends of Edward Murphy, Jr., with 
the sanction of William C, Whitney have 
been tireless during the past few days, 
strengthening the State chairman’s candi- 
dacy forthe Senatorship. Lieut.-Gov. Shee- 
han took a trip clear from Buffalo to this city 
for an hour’s talk with Mr. Murphy’s friends 
here. Hearrived até p.m. and leftat6. All 
over the State tbe machinery is hustling to 
getthe entire Democratic strength in the 
Legislature in line. Overtures have been 
made to Hugh McLaughlin to secure the 
King’s County Celegation, butitis still un- 
pledged and uncertain rural members are 
being looked after. The Murphy men count 
on Mr, Whitney to keep Mr. Cleveland 
neutral. 

The May convention people have adopted 
somewhat different tactics. Smith M. Weed 
is very quiet. If ex-Mayor Grace is working 
to capture votes itis not apparent to ‘‘rank 
outsiders.’* But the antl-snappers are using 
all diligence im’ making it appear that Sena- 


tor Hill was secretly disloyal to Cleveland. 
They want to show to the President-elect 
that Hill, while stumping the State, was sur- 
reptitiously fixinga bolt among his friends. 

The motive in making this known to Mr, 
Cleveland is obvious.

GALVESTON BANK ROBBERY. 


Nothing Developed to Furnish a Clew to 
the Criminals. 

New YorkK, Dec. 2.—But little additional 
information has bean obtained regarding the 
theft of the $25,000 express package sent by 
the National City Bank of this city to Messrs. 
Ball, Hutchings & Co., bankers of Galveston, 
or the $10,000 package sent by thefirm of 
Kountze Bros. to the Island City Savings 
Bank of the same city for the account of 


H. W. Runge &Co. of Cuero, Tex. Cashier 
David W. Palmer was the only member of the 
National City Bank who would talk at all. He 
said that the package of $25,000 was sent to 
the express cempany on Friday last incharge 
of three messengers from the bank, as is the 
usualcustom. He thought that the fact that 
the $10,000 package of hountze Bros., which 
had been shipped on the same day and train 
by the express company had also been stolen, 
was conciusive that the thieves were em- 
ployes of the express company. 

In regard to the reports from Galveston 
that the bank had exhibited carelessness in 
shipping to Ball, Hutchings & Co. on Friday 
last two packages supposed to contain $25,000 
each, which afterward turned out to contain 
$20, 000 and $30,000 respectiv ely, Cashier Pal- 
mer would say nothing beyond remarking 
that there was no carelessness upon his part. 

General Agent Steadman of Wells, Fargo & 
Co. said the packages in question had been 
received from Kountze Bros, and the Na- 
tional City Bank sealed. The forwarders did 
not see the contents and receipted for them 
at the value placed upon them bv the ship- 
pers. Hedianot bdelleve that the seals on 
the packages, as reported from Galveston, 
bore the word **Bank,’’ for. it was 
not customary for banks to. Seal that 
way. Mr. Steadman said that he did 
not concede that the money was stolen 
intransit. He would not, however, give his 
opinion asto when and how, or by whom it 
was taken. He said that ‘the company’s 
agents never affixed sealsto packages in 
transit except in cases where the parcels 
were broken in transit. If such a package 
contained money it was promptly counted 
before resealing it. 

He said that, of course, the company was 
making an investigation, butthat this was 
conducted by the officialsof the Southern 
division, who made no reports tohim. He 
could therefore give no Getalls of the partic- 


viarsthat had been made to ferret out the! 


criminals. 

From another source, however, it was 
learned that the two ‘packages, together 
with others ofvaine, had been deposited 
in a sealed safe and shipped 
to Cincinnati. They were there re- 
ceipted for and deposited in a sealed bag and 
sent to New Orleans, where they were in turn 
receiptea for by the agents, deposited in 
receptacies and shipped to Galveston. The 
firm of Kountze Bros. absolutely refused to 
discuss the robbery of the $10,000 package and 
referred all inguirers to the express com-

NOT PILCHER’S REMAINS. 


Undertaker Lynch Explains on the Find 
of the Sewer Diggers. 


Speaking of the theory advanced by Mr. 
Drew that the remains found in a metallic 
coffin a few days ago were those of Warren 
Pilcher, a St. Louis millionaire of the early 
days, Mr. George N. Lynch, the well-known 
undertaker, remarked: 


‘*I dislike very much tOspoll all the fine- 
spun theories advanced by reporters and 
others in the matter of the finding of the re- 
mains of Warren Piicher by sewer diggers the 
other day, but I will state a few facts, and all 
can draw their own conclusions. The wmetal- 
lic coffin was never manufactured in Europe, 
as one reporter had it, and the few trial ex- 
ports of American ones were returned un 
sold. The patent forthe metallic coffin was 
issued to one, Fiske, of New York in 1849, 
who, finding no sale for them, stopped their 
manufacture, and they lay in abeyance till 
Davis & Co. of Cincinnati bought the right 
and recommenced their manufacture in the 
fali of 1851; the first invoice of them reaching 
this city, to my order, on Feb. 24, 1852, just 
ten years after Mr. Pilcher’sdeath. . 

**Moreover, the coffinin question was one 
of Davis’ make, he being the o ohne ever 
casting that peculiar pattern, it Delng known 
in the profession as ‘the sarcophagus,’ but 
it was soon shelved for other patterns on ac- 
count of its hideousness. 

**The cemetery in whichit was found was 
known as ‘Christ’s Church Cemetery,’ and 
extended north to Chouteau avenue, south to 
Caroline street, east to a few feet east 
of Ohio avenue and west to center line of 
Caljfornia avenue. It was subdivided into 
twelve squares named after the apostles; six 
on each side of a central avenue, and St. 
Luke’s square in which he requested to be 
buried, was about where Hickory street now 
goes through, and on the western side of the 
avenue; but if Pilcher died in 1842 he could 
not possibly have remained nearly life-like 
So made nearly ten years after his 

St. Vincent’s Cemetery was situated on the 
southwest corner of Park and Jefferson ave- 
nues, three Diocks south of Hickory street, 
being now ixtersécted by St. Vincent’s, Eads 
and Ohio avenues.’’

|‘ FR. COFFEY’S MYSTERIOUS VISIT TO AND 


DEPARTURE FROM 8T. LOUIS, 


Archbishop Janssens Places Bishop Fitz- 
gerald of Little Rock in Charge of the 
See—Bishop Brennan’s Canvass in St. 
Louis to Raise Money for a Univers- 
ity—Religious News. 


Arumorhas gained currency that Bishop 
Brennan of Dallas, Tex., who is now in Rome 
has resigned, The information reached St. 
Louls within the past few days and comes 
from an authoritative source, and supported 
by several side events which 
are in themselves sensational. 
¥or it was also said that Very Rev. T. J. Cof- 
fey, Bishop Brennan’s Vicar-General had re- 
signed and left Dallas, and that the Teras 
Catholic, the organ of Bisnop Brennan, had 
suspended. Archbishop Janssens of New 
Orleans, of whose province the Diocese of Dal- 
las is a subordinate part, ordered Bishop 
Fitzgerald of Little Rock, Ark., to take 
charge of the Dallas diocese as soon as he 
Jearned of Bishop Brennan’s resignation. 
The Bishop of Little Rock in turn appointed 
Rev. Fr. T, Blum to administer the affairs of 
the Texas see, and Fr. Blum now reigns in- 
stead of Bishop Brennan and Fr. Coffey. 
These statements are confirmed by the events 
that have happened since the See of Dallas 
was first swept by a religious storm some 
time since. 

Afew monthsago Bishop Brennan started 
for Kurope, passing through st. Louis on tus 
way, The ostensible object of his trip 
abroad was to get priests for his diocese and 
to pay an official visit to the Pope, which 
every Bishop js bound todo at least once in 
ten years. 

Shortly after his departure* the telegraph 
wires from Dallas were burdened with the 
details of aconspiracy of Bishop Brennan’s 
priests to force him from office on ac- 
count of his severity with some of 
them. At the saynue time rumors 
came across the water that the Pope might 
raise Bishop Brennan to the archiepisco- 
pacy. These contradictory reports from op- 

osite points indicated tbat Fortune was ata 
oes whether to smile or to frown on the 
Texas preiate, and did each by turns. 

ST. LOUIS END OF THE STORY. 

As viewed at long range from st. Louls, 
the fight between Bishop Brennan and his 
priests subsided, for a time, but about the 
middie of this month his Vicar-General, Rev. 
T. J. Coffey appeared in St. Louls, and after 
remaining a few days, went away to 
Chicago. Adayor two afterhis departure 
acabiegram from Bishop Brennan was re- 
ceived at the residence of Vicar-Genera! 
Brady, then in attendance atthe Archie- 
piscopal Conference tn New York asking, 

‘Where is Fr. Coffey?’’ This innocent mes- 
sage wasthe subjectofmuch speculation. 
It was surmised on the one hand that it was 
acipher message to Fr.
